Nonpareils were 
purchased from Mr. Cruickshank; the first of this family to appear in the 
Cruickshank herd was Nonpareil 8d purchased by him in 1844, where they 
proved to be excellent breeders and many were sold for high prices. A heifer 
of this family won first prize at Aberdeen in 1855. In 1888 a yearling heifer of 
this family bred at Kinellar won first prize at the Highland Society’s show at 
Glasgow, beating the Royal English winner. 


Imp. Fancy’s Pride 182014—our stock bull, has proven himself to be one of 
the leading stock bulls in the United States and by far the best sire ever at 
Beaver Creek farm. He was got by the Marr-bred Goldie’s Pride 163169 sup- 
posed to be one of the best calves sold from My. Marr’s draft of 1899, and now 
chief stock bull in Mr. Bruce’s famous herd, used with good success. The 
Goldies are one of the oldest Uppermill tribes and have produced many notable 
prize winners at the national shows. Imp. Fancy, dam of Fancy’s Pride, im- 
ported by N. A Lind, was one of the best cows to be found in Great Britain, She 
gained first prize as a two-year-old and second as the best Short Horn to Pride 
of Collynie, now in the herd of H. R. H. the Prince of Wales.
